A fter m arch in g th ro u g h th e principal 
street® of th e city th e ro u te w as tak en 
to G lasnevin cem etery,

p arad ers deposited h u n d red of b eau ti­ 
ful w re a th s on P a rn e ll’s grave.

J a ile r Clark opened th e heavy iron 
door of cell I. in C um berland county 
jail, to supply a m eal to Louis C raw ­ 
ford, Jim B urns and E lijah B urns la st 
n ig h t, Louis C raw ford, a v eteran con 
v ict wTho h as done tim e in b o th th e 
C arolinas, m ade a ru sh a t th e ja ile r 
w ith th e in ten tio n of sm othering him 
w ith a b lan k e t w hich he had in his 
hand. 
C lark drew his revolver and 
fired, m o rtally w ounding th e prisoner. 
Several o th er prisoners had rallied to

Train On th e Southern R ailroad Derailed 
And Many Persons Injured. 


K n o x v il l e, T enn.. Oct. 8.—T he w est 
bound W ashington an d C hattanooga 
vestibule lim ited tra in over th e S outh­ 
ern railw ay w as dashed to destruction 
a t V ance's statio n , four and a h alf 
m iles w est of B ristol, a t 1:15 y esterd ay 
afternoon. 
F ifteen passengers were 
injured, th re e it is th o u g h t fatally . 
T he tra in consisted of all vestibule 
cars. 
I t w as d raw n by com pound pas­ 
senger engine No. 254. th e finest on th e 
line, w ith Sam uel Sm ith, th e v eteran 
engineer, a t th e th ro ttle , and Capt. N. 
J. B ell, th e oldest conductor on th e 
road, in charge. 
A t V ance's th e en ­ 
gine stru ck a larg e holt, placed on th e 
tra c k by some unknow n person, and 
w as th ro w n headlong on 
its 
side. 
Every car w ith th e ex?eption of the 
re a r sleeper le ft th e tra c k an d piled in 
a shapeless m ass on th e to p of th e en ­ 
gine. 
M iracuously to say only th e 
tra in crew and eig h t passengers w ere 
seriously in ju red , b u t th e o th er passen­ 
g ers w ere bruised slig h tly and badly 
shaken up. 
H ard ly had th e passengers reg ain ed 
th e ir senses and escaped from th e tra in 
before fire from th e engine and d in in g 
car k indled th e ruins, and in less tim e 
th a n it tak es to te ll it th e blazes from 
th e w reck w ere shooting heavenw ard. 
T here w as no m eans to check th e m ad 
progress of th ^ fire an d th e e n tire tra in , 
w ith th e exception of th e N ew O rleans 
sleeper, w as reduced to ashes, to g eth e r 
w ith th e ir contents, co n sistin g of m ail, 
baggage and express. 
Im m ediately upon receip t of th e in­ 
form ation a t 
h ead q u arters 
h ere a 
special tra in w as m ade up, w hich con­ 
veyed officials and surgeons to th e 
scene of th e accident, w here th e chief 
surgeon g ath ered a corps of assistan ts 
a b o u t him , and a fte r a tte n d in g to th e 
w an ts of th e in ju red and bleeding re­ 
moved th em to Bristol. 
T he loss on 
th e tra in w ill reach $60,000. 
T he officials of th e road w ill use 
every effort possible to h u n t dow n and 
tiring th e w reckers to speedy justice. 
is alm ost unaccountable how so 
serious a w reck could occur w ith o u t 
billing or badly in ju rin g m ore people.

It is only by repeated ringing that a 
connection with central iB finally es­ 
tablished. 
Complaints made to the 
management, it is said, are met with 
the statement that the poor service is 
the fault of the old system, that the 
drop which denotes the call does not 
fall as it should and that the metallic 
circuit should be put in. 
So frequent have been the necessi­ 
ty of making complaints that sub­ 
scribers have been obliged to protest 
by letter to General Manager McLoid, 
who has been informed that unless 
the company gives better service the 
legislature will be applied to for re­ 
lief.

Local Grocers Inclined to Believe that 
the Deal Is a Political One and 
Will Affect Quotations Until the 
November Elections and Not Very 
Much Longer. 
Sugar is booked for a slump and 
Janesville 
will get 
the benefit. 
So said local grocers today. 
They 
made predictions cautiously, saying 
that it might be some time before the 
drop affected local sales. 
But they 
agreed that the influence must be felt 
aud that eighteen pounds of granula­ 
ted for a dollar would be toe prevail­ 
ing figure, sooner or later. 
“ This will be due to politics, more 
than to business” said one grocer. 
“ Democratic speakers have been kept 
busy explaining the rite in sugar and 
I have an idea that they have gone to 
Havemeyer and insisted that he let up 
until after the congressional elections.
